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ADMINISTRATIVE 


The investigative period of this report predates 
the last New York Summary Report in this matter so as to 
include results of investigation conducted "by auxiliary offices 
not available at the time of preparation of that report. 

Deletions from, and changes of LCN membership and 
suspected membership lists, set forth in referenced report of 
SA LEONARD H. MC COY, dated 7/19/65* are primarily attributable 
to deaths, determinations of suspected members being actual n 
members or non-members, or transfers of members from one^ family 
to another. Variations in the spellings of some LCN members* 
names, as previously reported, are ascribed to developments in 
the investigations of the respective members. 

In view of the superfluity of these changes, they are 
not being set forth in most cases herein, but are being maintained 
in the New York case file. 

No identifying source has been set out in suspected 
LCN member lists reported herein, inasmuch as such sources, in 
many instances, do not conform with criteria set by the Bureau. 

In some instances resort has been made to the narrative 
style to describe certain phases of LCN. Such recourse, however, 
was made only where the facts described have previously been 
reported and are readily documented. 

By airtel dated 6/22/66, the Bureau commented concerning 
recent United States Supreme Court decisions involving memoers of 
LCN and the efficacy of Federal Grand Juries(FGJ) against LCN. 

The Bureau furnished specific guidance to be followed by the Field 
in directing investigative efforts against LCN through use of uhe 
FGJ system. For the benefit of those offices that did not receive 
a copy of that airtel, the decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court pertained to SALVATORE SHILLITANI vs. United States and 
ANDIMO PAPPADIO vs. United States. 

SHILLITANI and PAPPADIO are members of the NYC LCN 
"family" headed by"Commission 1 member THOMAS LUCHESE and both 
were convicted of criminal contempt upon their refusals to answer 
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ADMINISTRATIVE (CONTINUED) 


questions, after having been granted immunity under the provisions 
of the Narcotics Control Act of 1956, before a specially convened. 
FGJ in New York’s Southern District. Each received a two-year 
prison sentence, SHILLITANI on 8/10/64, and PAPPADIO on 10/30/64, 
with a purge clause enabling release upon compliance with the 
court’s order that certain questions be answered. The finding 
of contempt was returned by a United States District Judge, and 
no Jury trial was held in either case. 

The district court was affirmed in their appeals before 
the Second Circuit and the United States Supreme Court later 
granted certiorari. 

In its decision, the Supreme Court declared that the 
actions against SHILLITANI and PAPPADIO were civil in nature 
rather than criminal, in that the lower court’s directive came 
as a result of petitioners’ "refusing to do what had been 
ordered", and not 'in doing what had been prohibited . As such, 
the order of imprisonment was found to be coercive rather than 
punitive, rendering the action a civil matter. 

After vacating the judgments against the defendants, 
the court said, with respect to civil contempt proceedings, 
that where the contempt consists of a refusal to obey a court 
order to testify at any stage of judicial proceedings, the witness 
may be confined until compliance. Where the refusal is one of 
testimony before a grand jury, the confinement must cease when 
the grand jury is discharged. The court added, however, that^ 

"the sentences of imprisonment may be continued or reimposed if 
the witnesses adhere to their refusal to testify before a 
successor grand jury." 

The Bureau pointed out that this decision, in effect, 
provides guide lines for United States Attorneys regarding the 
proper procedures to be used in such grand jury inquiries, 
particularly in its distinction between civil and criminal 
actions.

It is to be noted that JOSEPH BONANNO, former 
bead of the BONANNO "family" in New York, New York, was 
deposed from his position of a member of the "Commission" 
as well as being demoted to rank of soldier with other 
officers of his "family." It is to be further noted that 
leadership of the former BONANNO "family" was given by the 
"Commission" at the instigation of STEFANO MAGADDINO to 
GASPARE DI GREGORIO. Although DI GREGORIO has succeeded 
JOSEPH BONANNO as "family" head, there is no indication 
that he is a member of the "Commission" as BONANNO had been. 


No positive information has been developed that the 
Commission," which prior to BONANNO 1 s deposition was comprised 
of nine individuals, has had a ninth individual elected to it to 
fill the vacancy. 
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The following individuals, it has "been learned, 
control member groups of LCN in their respective territories 
but ultimately answer to the "Commission." Next to the 
"Commission" members these people are considered the key

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NY T-79 had advised that the currently publicized 
name of the organization called "La Cosa Nostra" is synonymous 
with the "Mafia". NY T-79 further advised that "LCN" is 
also known throughout the country as "Organization"."Outfit" 
and the "Family."

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NY T-25 has advised that there has been much con¬ 
jecture concerning the reason for the meeting at Apalachin, 
New York, in November, 1957 5 which was raided by the New 
York State Police. The informant stated that the only 
reason for the meeting actually was for the various "bosses 15 
and headmen of the various "families" of LCN to get together, 
meet with each other, and vow their support to one another. 

NY T-25 added that there was no particular reason 
other than the above for this meeting other than merely a 
general get together. 

Informant recalled that there had been much talk 
in the newspapers and among law enforcement officers that 
the reason for the above meeting was to decide the fate 
of CARMINE LOMBARDOZZI, however, insisted that this 
definitely was not so.

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EXISTENCE 


At various times during the period May, 1965, to 
June, 1966, NY T-7 5 , NY T-76 and NY T-22, together with 
other informants, continued to furnish information that an 
organized Italian criminal conspiracy continues to exist 
in the Southern California area. This organization is 
referred to by its members as LCN. 

These sources have advised that LCN is nation¬ 
wide and is broken down into groups throughout the United 
States known as ''Families" or "Brugads". These groups are 
located primarily in major cities of the eastern, mid- 
western and western parts of the United States. There are 
"Families" located in Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia and Massachusetts, for example, as well as 
five "Families" located in New York, New York. In the Southern 
California area, there is but one "Family" which would 
include both the Los Angeles and San Diego areas. In 
Northern California an LCN "Family" exists in San Francisco 
and anotlH* LCN "Family" exists in San Jose, California. 
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MY T-47 advised in March of 1966 , that the organized 
crime element existing in Chicago has been in effect for at 
least the past 40 years and is, in actuality, a part of the 
organization known as the"Mafia*" This organization has been 
known by many names and the most current terminology for this 
organization is LCN. According to this source, the 
organized crime element in Chicago has been considered 
to be the Chicago "family ' 1 and another group exists in 
Rockford, Illinois, known as the Rockford "family".. It was 
further indicated that the Chicago "family" exerts influence 
and control over the group in Milwaukee, Wisconsin referred 
to as the Milwaukee "family", and has an association with 
the Springfield "family" in Springfield, Illinois. 

In May, 1966, NY T-48 advised that the organization 
commonly referred to as the LCN is now and has always been 
the "Mafia." It was stated by this source that the use 
of the proper name of the organization,"Mafia, is forbidden 
as a term of reference by members. The name LCN is used as- 
a term of reference by those persons who share a common 
knowledge of the organization. The terms LCN or Amico 
Nostrd’ have been utilized as means of identifying among 
themselves or introducing one another. According to 
this source, the term LCN is used on a national basis. 

The only other term of reference x^ith which he is familiar 
is the "outfit" or the "family". 
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In July, 1965, NY T-7 furnished information 
describing STEVE MAGADDINO as an extremely "big” 
individual in the overall picture of LCN. The informant stated 
that MAGADDINO is an old man. but is the spokesman 
for all thirty-four"families"throughout the United States. 

He also stated that MAGADDINO maintains ties with the 
"Mafid 1 in Italy. In March, 1966, NY T -38 advised there 
is an LCN in the Buffalo, New York area which is often 
referred to as "The Syndicate", "The Mafia" and "The 
Organization". Informant stated it is a well known 
fact that STEVE MAGADDINO is the boss of this group 
and exercises control over the group through the muscle 
supplied in the Buffalo area by FEED G. RANDACCIO. 

In March, 1966, NY T-3, when questioned 
concerning STEVE MAGADDINO 1 s territorial rights in LCN, 
stated that MAGADDINO controls Buffalo, Canada and 
Youngstown - Erie sections, but this does not necessarily r 
mean everything between Buffalo and Youngstown was 
controlled by MAGADDINO. NY T-3 cited an analogy of 
JOSEPH BONANNO at one time controlling some territories 
in New York and Phoenix - Tucson but not controlling 
all territories between New York and Arizona.

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II ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 

A. ORGANIZATIONS L TTvRMS 

LCN continues to function under the following 
organizational structure. 

’’Commissione" or "Commission" 


The "Commissione" is the highest ruling body in 
LCN. The membership is composed of "rappresentanti" 

(bosses) of the individual "borgata." The terms "brugad" 
or "family" are also used synonymously with "borgata " The 
"borgata" operates with complete jurisdiction in the area 
to which it is assigned. It is subject only to the authority 
and control of the "Commissione." The size, strength and 
membership of the "borgata" may vary. 

"Boss," »<IL Capo" or "Rappresentante" 

Each of the above terms may be used to designate 
the individual in charge of a "borgata." His authority 
is absolute (subject to "Commission" approval) and he is the 
final arbiter in all matters relating to the affairs of his 
"borgata." It is noted that the definition of authority 
between the "boss" and his "family" is not altogether clearly 
defined since the dispute of JOSEPH BONANNO with the 
"Commission." 

"Underboss, 11 "Sottocapo" 


This individual is the second in command to the 
"boss." He generally relays instructions from the "boss" 
and acts as the "boss" of the "borgata" in the absence of 
"the 'boss. 


"Consiglieri," "Consulieri" 

Both of the above terms have been used synonymously 
to designate the position in each "borgata" which position 
is not in the direct line of command. The "Consiglieri" 
advises and arbitrates disputes between members within 
the "family." He is the Cous^aof or advisor within a 
"borgata." 
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"Capodecina*" "Caporegima"* "Skipper" 

The above terms are used synonymously to signify 
the authority delegated to a certain member of the "borgata" 
by the "boss." This is the operational level of the 
organization. The men in the "borgata" are assigned to 
the various "capodecine" and are obligated to carry out 
their orders. There is apparently no settled 
number of "capodecine" in a "borgata*" nor are there a 
fixed number of men assigned to a "capodecina." It 
should be noted that the original term of "Capodecina" is 
translated as the "Head of Ten." 

The term "Skipper"* it has been learned* is often 
used throughout LCN to designate "Capodecina." The term 
"Skipper" is particularly in common use among the members 
of the CARLO GAMBINO "family." 

"Soldier" - "Member" - "Button Man" - "Made Guy" 


The individual members of a "borgata" are known 
as "soldiers." Soldiers are assigned to a "Capodecina." 

This is the lowest stratum of rank within a "borgata." 

The terms "soldier" - "member" - ".button man" - "made guy" 
are used interchangeably throughout LCN. 

NY T-25 has advised that when introducing one person 
known to you as a member of LCN to another person also known 
to you as a member* you introduce him as "a friend of ours." 

In this way the person introduced knows the other is a member 
of LCN. Generally* according to this informant* the intro¬ 
duction is made in Italian and the words "amico nostro" is 
used.

The sponsor, who became the godfather of 
the new member, recited the code of the "organization", 
which, in Pittsburgh, was approximately as follows? 


"Honor is stressed as the most sacred 
thing in the world. To destroy another 
person must be for honor and not money 
alone. A member is warned never to engage 
in an affair with the wives of other 
members-. A member must never engage in 
white slavery or narcotics, both crimes 
which are degrading to the name of the 
organization. A member must obey the 
complaints and instructions of his 
superior and is never to take the life 
of. a fellow member before presenting 
his grievance to the Commissicn A 
member must do nothing which would affect 
the organization without first receiving 
permission from a superior."

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The sponsor or godfather would take a knife or pin 
in the Pittsburgh ceremony and draw blood from the candidate 
by pricking one of his fingers. The blood was smeared on a 
holy card which was then set aflame and placed in the cupped 
hand of the candidate. "While the card burned, the sponsor 
would affirm that the candidate would uphold the code of the 
"organization" and that if he should fail in this regard, 
his body would be destroyed as symbolized by the burning 
of the card. Following this ceremony, all members always 
embraced the new member and kissed him on both cheeks. 
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In theory, a "button man" is supposed to go to 
his "skipper," outline his plan to npull off a joby and 
get the "skipper’s" okay. After the tscore« is made, the 
"button" is supposed to share the profit from the «job»with 
his "skipper." In practice, however, very few "button men" 
do this, and only the ones who are trying to "polish the apple" 
or get on the good side of the "skipper" advise him of their 
plans and share the profits of their escapades with him. The 
average "button man" feels that his "skipper" is making 
more money than he is and he feels he should not be required 
to share his profits with the "skipper." 

Each "button man" is supposed to pay a monthly fee 
($20.00) to a collector within his "family." This money 
supposedly goes into a "war chest" to be used to aid a 
"family" member who is in trouble with the law or to assist 
his relatives when he is serving time in prison. In practice, 
however, this "war chest" is not used for this purpose and 
there is no way of knowing who eventually derives the benefit 
from it or where it eventually ends up. Because of the 
obvious misuse of this fund, many "buttons" do not pay into 
it, and there is no punishment netted out for their failure 
to do SO. 


Discipline is poor within "La Cosa Nostra" and 
most of the little guys go their own way in trying to make 
a fast dollar. Individual "button men" will attempt to conceal 
the amount of their successful scores so that other 
LCN members will not learn of it and attempt to cut themselves 
in on it. Lack of discipline within LCN in the New York area 
is partly attributed to the fact that there are five competing 
"families" within the Greater New York area. Because of the 
five competing "families," there is no one strong central 
authority who can make his leadership felt and enforce his 
rules and edicts upon members of the various "families." 

Informant cited the Chicago, Illinois, "family" 
as a LCN group which can exercise stricter control and 
enforce tighter discipline upon its members mainly because 
there is only one "family" in the area. 
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If an LCN member wants to "hit" someone, 
he must obtain the permission to do so from his "skipp 
inturn gets permission from the head of the "family."

They receive no monetary gain for carrying out the 
assignment, but these individuals earn an improved reputation 
and status within the "family." After the "hit" has been 
carried out the various "‘skippers" will furnish an explanation 
to the men under them as to why the individual was "hit." There 
must be valid reasons for having a person killed and, since 
ALBERT ANASTASIA was killed in 1957.? there has been no 
indiscriminate killing done by LCN members. 


The old LCN members, who have made a 'pile of 
money" in the old days, just sit on their money and do not 
want the younger members to do anything that will bring 
heat on LCN. For the most part their children are brought 
up clean, are given educations, and then set up in legi¬ 
timate businesses with good earning potentials. w 

No member is allowed to handle narcotics, prosti¬ 
tution or counterfeit money.

Informant pointed out that through these 
hangers-on a "button man" can obtain information concerning 
recent crimes and use this knowledge to his advantage in 
getting a "piece of the action." 

NY T-25 pointed out that most "button men" are 
"stumble bums" who have no money and who live from day to 
day on what they can beg 3 borrow., or steal. Those who are 
fortunate enough to own legitimate businesses are always 
on the alert for the opportunity to receive and sell stolen 
goods or to obtain a piece of any illegal activity from 
which they can make a profit.

On June 17, 1965, NY T-22 advised Bureau Agents 
that GASPARE DI GREGORIO had been made "boss" of the 
BONANNO "family". 

On June 23, 1965, NY T-7 advised that the BONANNO 
"family" had finally been reorganized, and would be 
under the leadership of GASPARE DI GREGORIO. 

DI GREGORIO at that time was recuperating from 
a heart attack. Various sources reported during 1965 
and 1966, that due to his poor heart, there was a minimum 
of activity in that "family". 

On November 23, 1965, NY T-5 advised that DI 
GREGORIO was "boss" of the former EONANNO "family", 
however, he was having problems because of the various 
factions in the "family", and could not settle problems 
between them. On December 1, 1965, NY T-5 advised that 
without question, DI GREGORIO'S rise to power in replacing 
JOSEPH BONANNO was engineered by STEVE MAGADDINO and 
THOMaS LUCHESE. He said that both of these men have been, 
and are continuing to manipulate DI GREGORIO and his "family" 
as pawns. 


Various sources have reported that a group of 
persons who remained loyal to JOSEPH BONANNO had been 
ousted from the DI GREGORIO "family", and were to be 
taught a lesson, possibly to be killed. 

Other than a shooting incident which took place 
in the vicinity of 279 Troutman Street, Brooklyn, on 
January 28, 1966> in which there were no known casualties, 
no violent action is known to have taken place against the 
BONANNO loyalists, 
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In regard to the above incident, the Late City 
edition of the New York Times of April 6, 1965 contained the 
following article which is set forth verbatim: 

"MAFIA SHOOTING: REVISED VERSION 

"Police Call Encounter First Battle 

for Bonanno Empire 

By Charles Grutzner 

"A new version of the circumstances under which the 
first shots were fired in the war for control of the Mafia 
’family’ long headed by Joseph (Joe Bananas) Bonanno emerged 
yesterday. 

"The encounter, in which more than 20 shots 
were fired on the night of January 28, on Troutman Street, 
in the Ridgewood section of Erooklyn, is under continuing 
investigation by the police, the Brooklyn District 
Attorney, the United States Attorney and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

"For some time, investigators believed the battle 
had been an ambush of the missing Bonanno's eldest son, 

Salvatore, who fled unharmed. 

"As reconstructed on the basis of new information, 
it was a two-way battle in which bodyguards of Salvatore (Bill) 
Bonanno shot back at gunmen supporting the leadership of Gasperino 
Di Gregorio. 

"The police arrived minutes after the shooting ended. 
Apparently no one was injured, but seven firearms were found 
on the scene. 

"About 100 neighbors were questioned and all but 
one said they had seen nothing. Troutman Street is in a closely 
knit Italian neighborhood where Joseph Bonanno began his career 
and where some of his relatives still live. 

"New Version Given 

"The events leading to the shooting are now believed to 
have been as follows: 
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"When Joseph Bonanno disappeared on the eve of a 
scheduled appearance before a Federal grand.jury m 1 ’ 

he designated Frank La Bruzzo, his brother-in-law, as his ^ 
successor to administer his far-flung underworld an ^ f 

mate enterprises, and said Salvatore was to assume the p 
1 councilor.’ 

"But Mafia leaders at a meeting in January, 1965? 
chose Di Gregorio to head the Bonanno 'family. 1 

"Di Gregorio, who had been best man at Joseph 
Bonanno-s wedding, was also godfather to Salvatore. He lives 
in a modest home in West Babylon, L.I., owns a garment fac y 
in Brooklyn and has no police record. 

"Salvatore Bonnano and several of.his father's 
lieutenants refused to recognize Di Gregorio as 
contending that his election had been dictated by Steve 
Maggadino, a member of the Mafia's national.council and leaa ®*\ 
of an area extending from western New York into, the Ohio Val y. 
Maggadino is Di Gregorio's father-in-law. 

"Although most of the 'family' is believed to have 
accepted Di Gregorio's leadership, some old Bcnanno lieutenian 
who held franchises for various operations have refused to make 
terms with the new leadership.

The knowledge that penetrations of LCN has been 
made by the FBI has also had a disturbing effect on that 
organization and has given rise to much mutual distrust not 
only among the rank and file but also among the higher 
echelons of LCN.

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In discussing the activities of the Magaddino 
"family", VALENTI remarked that Buffalo has always made 
money and, in fact, Buffalo has pieces of Canada and the 
Bahamas. He stated that JOE VOLPE of Toronto was handling 
the big game or operation which formerly belonged to 
JOSEPH BONANNO. He stated that iiis game or operation 
belongs to the Magaddino "family" and consists of a big 
casino which produces $50,000 a month for Buffalo, 
which is delivered by the three brothers. It appeared 
that VALENTI was making reference to the three VOLPE 
brothers who have interests in gambling casinos in 
Haiti and the Bahama Islands. VALENTI remarked that 
at least three millionaires from the Pennsylvania area 
frequent this gambling establishment, and that VALENTI 
has received information along this line directly 
from VOLPE himself. Concerning the operations in 
Rochester, New York, VALENTI indicated to NY T-43 that 
he gives half of what is made to the "old man" (MAGADDINO). 
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On January 6, 1966, the body of SALVATORE EUGENE 
PALMA, who was under indictment for violation of Federal 
Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property statute, 
was found in Mount Olivet Cemetery, Raytown, Missouri. 

In relation to this, NY T-72 furnished the following 
information in February, 1966: 

He advised that NICK CIVELLA was the head of 
the organized criminal group in Kansas City and that the 
killing of SAM PALMA could only have been done with the 
approval of NICK CIVELLA. He described CIVELLA as "an 
animal", who had no compunction about snuffing out anyone* 
life. 
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Referring to past acts of violence performed by the 
LCN group, NY T-75 has identified the Los Angeles "Family" 
as being responsible for the following gangland-type kill¬ 
ings, none of which have ever been solved:
